The weather will turn warmer by Monday 
and after that there will be real summer tem- 


perature. 

Of course, today and Sunday, the weather 
man admits, will be cool and wet. But he is not 
downhearted. On Monday the summer with 
the real summer tem erature will be here. 


May’s Scandalous Conduct. 

The alleged merry month of May has 
dropped into the limbo of things that have 
been and now there is a chance to talk about 
it. The month is dead, and that demands 
charity, but the best that ean be said about 
it so far ab it tortured Chicago is that there 
bas only been one more cheerless May ever 
recorded. and that was in 1882, when the 
average temperature was one-tenth of a de- 
tree colder. 

The average temperature of this May was 
81.5 degrees, five degrees colder than it should 
have been. In addition to that it broke all 
Chicago bad weather records with a snow fall 
of 1.8 inches on the third day of its short life,

“ The month just ended was remarkable 
as being the second successive month of ab- 
‘normally low temperatures over the middle 
‘aad northern districts east of the Rocky 
mountains, except along the immediate At- 
lantio coast. The record, combined with that 
of April, furnished a mean temperature lower 
by several degrees than the combined mean 
of the same two months of any previous year 
of which there is record. In the vicinity of 
Washington, D. C., the combined mean for 
April and May was 53.5 degrees, five degrees 
below normal temperature, while that for 
May alone was 59 degrees, also five degrees 
below the normal temperature, and equaling 
the previous low record of May, 1882. 
The same general conditions also pre- 
vailed in greater or less degree from the 
middle Atlantic states and lower lake region 
westward through the great corn and wheat 
districts, and were especially marked in the 
upper Mississippi valley.“

Mme. Elena Saus, the Bohemian) opera 

singer, whose name figures prominently in 
the dance of skeletons in the closets of the 
royal house of Spain, was known to the de- 
votees of opera in Chicago thirty-five years 
ago. Some of the old timers who made a 
point of being “first nighters in the old 
Crosby opera house, which stood on the 
ground now occupied by part of the Ste 
block, and who can talk about Heth IF ngs 
as it was presented in the exposltion build- 
ing on the lake front, yesterday recalled the 
furore that the dashing opera singer created 
when she sang in Chicago. 
She traveled in the company of Jacob 
| Grau, uncle of Maurice Grau, they said, and 
was famous as a stage beauty. The operatic 
critics of the day wrote many paragraphs 
about her physical attractions, which seem 
to have constituted her chief asset. Her 
singing is said to have been a secondary at- 
traction and not above that of minor stars 
in the operatic firmament. One story is to 
the effect that she caused jealousy in her 
company by the reception given her at a 
dinner at Kinsley’s restaurant soon after the 
big fire. 


Remembered by George P. Upton. 


George P. Upton, 2427 South Park avenue, 
who acted as dramatic and musical critic for 
Tun TRisuUNE from 1862 to 1881, is among 
those who remember Mme. Sanz. He produced 
her photograph from among a heap of faded 
mementos of forgotten singers and news- 
papers with pages large enough to serve as 
a bed quilt. Mr. Upton’s opinion of Mme. 
Sans as a singer was not a high one and he 
did not write much about her. 

Mme. Sanz was famed for her beauty, * 
said Mr. Upton yesterday, following a search 
through the records of the Chicago Historical 
society.

She made such a slight impression 
on my mind that I do not remember enough 
about her work to know what characters in 
opera were taken by her.

“NICKIE” SHEPHARD KILLED BY 
EXPOSURE IV SWAMP. 


Farmer Who Heard of Hunt Made for 
3 Year Old Son of Bemidji, Minn., 
Man, Accompanied by His Dog, 
Begins Work of Searching for Lad 
~—Discovera Corpse of Child Within 
Three-quarters of a Mile of His 
Father’s Home. : 


Bemidji, Minn., May 31.—[Special.]—With 
his features as calm as if he had just lain 
down to take a nap in his cradle, “ Nickie,” 
the 8 year old son of John Shephard of Sol- 
way, was found this afternoon in a swamp 
three-quarters of a mile from his home, 
which is two miles east of Solway. His little 
body long had been cold in death. 

The boy was lost Friday of last week, and 
despite the exposure to wind and rain, the 
child’s face was lifelike, and the expression 
of his countenance did not indicate that there 
had been much suffering before death. 

The body was found by Frank Klingbell, 
a farmer, living about eight miles north of 
Solway. Klingbell had not participated in 
any of the searches made by the posse, and 
only heard yesterday that the child wae miss- 
ing and a reward of $100 had been offered for 
his recovery, dead or alive. 


Dog Aids in Search. 

He went to the Shephard home this noon, 
and, accompanied by a Liewellen setter dog, 
began a solitary search of the premises. He 
covered every foot swamp and high 
grounds to the south of the house, and finally 
went down an old toll road and into swamps 
fully 100 rods farther than any member of 
the searching party had yet examined. 

Klingbell and the dog finally came to a 
small bunch of grass, where, lying with one 
side of the and face partially covered 
by the water in the swamp, lay the body of 
the boy. The face was turned upward, in- 
Gicating that the boy had fallen upon his 
back and had not moved after having hit 
the ground. An examination of the body 
and the ground surrounding the spot showed 
no indications of a struggle. 

It is believed that the little one wandered 
away from the house, going down the toll 
road to the swamps, and after toddling along 
in the swamp for a distance of about 200 feet, 
became exhausted and fell backwards, being 
unable to go farther and perished from ex-

Although Italy is supposed to be at war 
with the church of Rome, yet ft is the 
Italian government which has lately been 
recalling to mind the fact that cardinals en- 
joy by virtue of their office the rank of royal 
princes. The other day at Paola the cruiser 
Emanuele Filiberto, anchored off the city 
in order to participate in the celebration of 
the quadricentennial of the patron saint of 
the place. The officers paid their respects to 
Cardinal Cassetta, who had come to Paola 
for the festivities. The prelate returned 
their visit on board the warship, to which he 
was conveyed in state by a launch flying the 
royal flag, and where he was received with 
all the military honors reserved for princes 
of the blood, including the salute of nineteen 
guns. The only occasion on which this royal 
status is brought home to Cardinal Gibbons 
of Baltimore, the head of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in America, is at Christmas time, 
when he is required by etiquette to address 
formal letters conveying his good wishes for 
the new year to the various Roman Catholic 
sovereigns of Europe, receiving from them 
an equally ceremonious acknowledgment.

Old Prince Maurice of Saxe-Altenberg is 
at last at rest, and his demise relieves the 
people of the duchy of Saxe-Altenberg from 
the apprehension of being governed by a 
man who has enjoyed the reputation during 
the last fifty years of being quite the laziest 
and most blasé man in Europe. Everything 
bored him and he used to be in the habit of 
staying in bed for weeks together, not be- 
cause he was ailing, but purely and simply 
because, to use his own words, there was

With the proclamation by President Roose- 
velt of the tariff agreement recently signed 
with Germany the state department believes 
the first step has been taken in connection 
with the revision of the tariff relations be- 
tween the United States and the rest of the 
world. 

As soon a# Baron Speck von Sternburg, the 
German ambassador, returns from Germany, 
which will be in July, negotiation of a perma- 
nent treaty of reciprocity will be begun be- 
tween him and Secretary Root. This treaty 


will be submitted to congress by the presi- | 
| dent, accompanied by a special message 


strongly indorsing it. The edministration 
does not want to bring up the subject of 
tariff reform through legislation at the next 
session because of an agreement reached by 
republican leaders to revise the tariff in a 
special session to be called immediately 
after the inauguration of & successor to Mr. 
Roosevelt in March, 1909. 

The execution of this program necessarily 
depends upon the success of the republican 
party at the polls in November of next year. 
But through action which President Roose- 
velt will recommend to be taken upon the 
German treaty officials say the sentiment 
for revision will receive recognition and the 
country will be assured of the good faith 
behind the pledge for legislative modifica- 
tion of the Dingle law. 


What the President Desires. 


What President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Root want eventually is the enactment of a 
maximum and minimum tariff, the latter to 
be applied to all nations which accord simi- 
lar treatment to the United States and the 
former to be punitive in character. Aefaras 
has been decided, the treaty to be negotiated 
with Germany will be along the lines of the 
minimum rates it is believed congress will 
enact. To ineure ratification of the treaty 
and to act in accordance with the anticipated 
provisions of the proposed law, Secretary 
Root is consulting with leading members of 
the senate and house, 

It would be foolish to make a permanent 
treaty of reciprocity with Germany which 
would not be in accord with impending legia- 


lation, For this reason it is expected the 


German treaty will represent ag nearly as 
possible the best judgment of leading repub- 
licans and become the basis of the projected 
tariff legislation. It may be the administra- 
tion and the senators and congressmen it is 
consulting are building upon sand. Un- 
deniably there ds sentiment for revision up- 
that is, to make the present law the minimum 
tariff and to make the maximum tariff higher, 
This sentiment will demand recognition in 
some schedule at least. 

The president and Secretary Root, on the 
other hand, want revision down. 


— a 

German Treaty Only the Beginning. 

Of course, in the negotiation of the German 
treaty, the present law must de regarded as 
the maximum, and reductions will be made 
therefrom 60 as to pay for the concessions 
Germany will grant. Under the modus 
vivendi, which will enter Into effect July 1, 
the United States will enjoy the minimum 
tariff applied by the German empire. The 
concessions Germany will make for a per- 
manent reciprocity treaty and reduced rates 
therein: will be the admission of American 
meats, which now, with few exceptions, are 
excluded. It is expected cattle raising states 
will support the treaty because of the direct 
benefit they will gain from ite operation, and 
New England states also are expected to ap- 
prove. 

Of course, the negotiation of a reciprocity 
treaty with Germany must be followed by the 
negotiation of aimilar treaties with other 
countries, PracticaHy the whole world has 
adopted the protective principle. The im- 
portant colonies of Great Britain are pro- 
teotive, though the mother country is not, 
and has no intention of becoming so. Canada, 
which annually is becoming a greater market 
kor the United States, has raised .a tariff 
wall, has found it advantageous, and has no 
intention of lowering it. 


— 
Canada Not for Reciprocity. 


One of the questions the United States has 
with the dominion is that of reciprocity, and 
preliminary negotiations which haveoc- 
curred between Secretary Root and Ambas- 
sador Bryce have developed that there is no 
chance of a satisfactory reciprocity treaty 
being agreed upon. A demand has grown 
up on both sides of the boundary line, how- 
ever, for free lumber and free coal. Thie 
demand extends from New England to the 
Pacific coast. There lo a chance that an 
arrangement for the free exchange of these 
commodities will be made, leaving the gen- 
eral tariff question for future adjustment. 
Such an adjustment would come, of course, if 
the German treaty should be ratified and in 
ease of a general revision of the tariff law. 

Before the German treaty is negotiated 
Secretary Root will dispose of the tariff dis- 
pute which has developed with France. As 
an act of generogity to all nations and to 
demonstrate that the United States is not 
the “ international hog foreign nations be- 
lieve, the state department and the treasury 
department today modified consular regula- 
tions and treasury regulations so as to re- 
move much that was objectionable in the 
tariff administrative procedure of this gov- 
ernment,

Uncle Sam Generous to the World. 


These concessivns were obtained by Ger- 
many in exchange for a continuance of her 
minimum rates upon American imports, but 
they are granted to all other nations under 
orders issued today. without any request 
from Ahem and simply as an evidence of our 
good will and desire to treat them fairly. 
It is empected this action will.create a dis- 
position on the part of governments with 
which tariff disputes exist to be equally con- 
ciliatery to the United States. 

In the case of France, Secretary Root has 
begun an exchange of views with the French 
ambassador and it is believed that within a 
short time an arrangement satisfactory to 
both nations will be reached. The secretary 
stands ready to send a commission to Paris 
just as the North commission was sent to 
Berlin, but he regards the French question 
as radically difierent from that with Ger- 
many. In the case of the latter ignorance 
prevailed on each side as to conditions ex- 
isting in the other country. There is a thor- 
ough understanding here regarding the situ- 
ation in France, and in Paris of the situation 
in America. 

France wants, above all, the same con+ 
cession on champagne that has been given 
to Germany. There is no disposition w re- 
fuse this concession. All that is sought is 
an adequate return, and that the adminis- 
tration is determined to get.

Silla is wonderfully Intense, 
too, as genius must be, but Fogazzaro per- 
ceives clearly the difference between the in- 
tensity which creates and that which de- 
stroye—in other words, the difference be- 
tween the genius and the madman. Inevita- 
bly, an intensity similar to that which he de- 
scribes in his hero dominates Fogazzaro him- 
self. His creatures are all titanic, like those 
of Turgeneff. They thunder and roar, rage 
and curse, weep and shake their world with 
their laughter. It seems as if their beards 
streamed on the wind like that of those wild, 
prophetic men pictured by Elihu Vedder. 
The sober American reader, temperate in his 
speech, restrained in his actions, self-conh- 
scious even when alone, is almost inclined to 
regard these thunderous demigods of which 
the Russians and the Italians write as luna- 
tics all. But they are notso. They are the 
product of a civilization In which ideas are 
of the greatest importance, and of a society 
where individuality is esteemed, not objected 
to, as it is in our pallid and fearful soci] 
world. And if the author makes clear the 
difference between genius and madness he is 
no less lucid in his differentiation of madness 
and eccentricity. 


The book ends, as do all of Fogazzaro’s, in 
failure. The dreams which each one nursed 
perish like dew before the sun of reality. The 
prayers cease like wind that is spent. The 
generous impulses are frustrated; the loves 
unrealized; the hunger of each soul unsatis- 
fied. Even their grief is not allowed to reach 
the epic height which they would have de- 
sired. Their sorrow is as unsatisfactory as 
their joy. One is reminded of that mist de- 
scribed in Genesis which rose up ahd cov- 
ered the face of the earth. So a mist of evil 
arises here, among men who wished te do 
well, and brought them all to confusion—all 
are undone by evil shadows, by Malombra, 
the woman, who possessed the guile that Eve 
learned of the serpent. 

Opposed to this sinister Venus is the typical 

Elizabeth—Edith Steinegge by name, a Ger- 
man girl of humble circumstance. Like the 
heroine of The Golden Legend,” she might 
have saved Silla, soul and body, as he tried 
to make her understand. but she has con- 
fliicting ideas of duty, and it was only after 
he had perished at the hand of Malomba that 
she realized that he had cried to her out of 
his despair, and that she had failed him 80 
even purity could not attain to itself.

his fellows and the silence of his God, over- 
shadowed by a derisive foe, badly equipped 
by temperament for the fight, torn by con- 
filcting impulses, unequal to the great tasks 
which he dreamed of, to the small ones which 
pressed upon him; to make himself loved, to 
live! Thus each day he was urged on, by the 
malignity of fate and the weakness of bis na-
